If you will read those documents | 
you will see that perhaps twenty 
or twenty-five men, alone and un- 
aided, carried ten million human 
beings to their death and destroyed 
the wealth of generations. What I 
mean, Mr. Chairman, is, imputing 
blame to none, least of all finding 
fault with an individual, what I 
would point out is that all that 
represents the bankruptcy of a 
mode of thinking upon which we 
must turn our backs. We must 
rise from the old-fashioned, selfish, 
competitive, quarrelsome national- | 
ism to a new and loftier patriotism 
which fiinds a nation’s highest pur- 
pose in its highest service. And 
when, Mr. Chairman, we state that 
fact, we indicate in a’ word the 
responsib'lity that rests upon those 
who speak the English tongue.

Mechanical Hen. Was 
Instructive Exhibit 


Created Great Amcunt Of Interest At 
World's Poultry Show 

The exhibits in connection With 
the recent world’s poultry congress 
in London, England, were instructive 
and entertaining. 

A model hen, seven feet tall, held 
the attention of thousands of visit- 
ors each day largely on account of 
its novelty. Made of wood wallboard 
and a few feathers, this bird had a 
set of mechancial “internal organs” 
which were visible and showed how 
feed is ground in the gizzard and 
distributed. Naturally it would not 
be completed without an arrange- 
ment for laying eggs. A small mo- 


tor operated the lathe on which the. 
small | 


eggs were “turned.” Then 
mannikins were attached to the vari- 
ous parts and appeared to furnish the 
power which really came from elec- 
tric motors installed behind. With 
the aid of a special phonograph 
record the “hen” gave full explana- 
tion of the interval processes and in- 
cidentally gave information on proper 
feeds and methods of feeding. Poul-

Marketing Geese 


Good Time Now To Prepare Them 
For Shipment 


The time to prepare geese for mar-| 


ket is when the weather turns cold in

Northwest Rebellion Veteran 


Private Of Royal Grenadiers Visits 
Scenes Of Battles Of 1885 
Andrew Murdison, who as a 21- 
year-old private of the Tenth Royal 
|Grenadiers took part in the battles 
of Fish Creek, 50 miles north of Sas- 
|katoon, April 24, 1885, recently re- 
| visited the site of the combat. 
| He found the battlefield exactly as 
; he remembered it to have been 45 
‘years ago. He saw the ravine where 
among the trees the half-breeds had 


| their rifle pits and from which they : 


{fired on the troops who lay on the 
| ground in the open. 

Mr. Murdison tells how the advance 
scouts were shot from this ambush 
and the riderless horses came gallop- 
ing back. The troops then advanced 
| as if on parade and threw themselves 
jon the ground in extended order. 
| They fired back at the Indians, but 
only got an occasional glimpse of one 
as the enemy had prepared pits just 
over the lip of the ravine and only a 
head would sometimes be seen as & 
man rose to fire. 

General Middleton had a horse shot 
under him and his cap blown off by 
{a bullet, an incident which Mr. Murdi- 

son saw. He also recalls how a shell 
from the artillery blew up the Tour- 


|onde House in which a number of |

‘rebels were concealed. 
{the ground now shows the former 
site of this house. 

After a time the Indians disap- 
peared from the ravine and the sol- 
diers entering it found about 60 of 


the Indians’ horses which had been | 


killed by the shell fire. They found 
no Indian dead. The graves at Fish 
Creek are those of artillerymen 
| killed in the battle. 

Mr. Murdison also took part in the 
|four-day battle at Batoche, on May 
‘9, 10, 11 and 12, 1885, with the big 
charge on the final day. The church 
at Batoche near where the fighting 
began still stands.

Weed Seeds Are Hard To Destroy 


| Germination After Fifty Years Shown 
In Recent Tests 


No wonder the farmer has trouble 
trying to eradicate weeds, for Dr. W. 
|J. Beal, of the Michigan experiment- 
al statioy has just shown how long 
‘lived some of the seeds are. Fifty 
| years ago he buried a lot of several 
different kinds of weed seeds. Every 

ten years some of these seeds are 

dug up and the attempt made to 
| germinate them. 
| Strange as it may seem, some of 


the weed seeds which did not grow | 


‘at the end of five or ten years ger- 
|minated to some extent at the end 
|of 40 years. Foxtail lived for 30 


| years, but has not been growing 
since. Two-thirds of the tumble- 
|weed seeds were still germinable | 


after forty years. Curled dock seed 


has a much longer life than might | 


be expected, and was eighteen per 
| cent. germinable in the fortieth year. 
Several weed seeds will not live for 
| even five years, but a great many of 
them will retain at least some vital- 
ity for thirty or forty years. Does 
this not show how very careful the 
farmer must be to cut the weeds be- 
fore they have a chance to seed and 
| spread many potential plants around. 


Mail Was Delayed 

Letters mailed 26 years ago in 
| Paris have been sent to their destina- 
tions.

National television on a par with 
with sound broadcasting is a consid- 
erable distance in the future. When 
|such a. development will materialize, 
j engineers hesitate to say. Dr. Alfred 
Goldsmith, vice-president and general 
{ engineer of RCA, and long identified 
with broadcast engineering, thinks it 
will not be possible until three years 
‘have elapsed, and it may be longer. 

“It seems likely that national tele- 
vision service of proven value within 
& year would be a miracle,” he said. 
“Within two years it would be an 
}amazing feat; within three years it 
would represent a fine achievement 
of hard work, and within five years 
it would be a development proceeding 
at a good and normal pace. 

“If television is developed as a ser- 
vice of real entertainment and in- 
structional value to the public it will 
| take its place beside radio broadcast- 
ing as one of the greatest agencies 
of human progress and enjoyment, 
; but it is not to be expected that the 
day of television is as yet at hand. 

“Laboratories are doing excellent 
work in the development of television 
| and will probably ultimately bring the 
| equipment to a satisfactory stage for 
public use. It is dangerous to make 
| any definite prediction as to how long 

this will take.” 

| Dr. Goldsmith pointed out that 
| the term television means so many 
different things to various people 
that a clarification is important. 
“Some think it means small, dim, 
blurry and shifting images. Others 
{think it means perfect, large bril- 
liant pictures like the finest movies. 

“Television is a radio service of 
pictures in motion of sufficient de- 
tail and quality to have continuing 
entertainment value to the public, 
month atfer month and year after 
year. It is believed that it is 
necessary to be able to show clearly 
| the head and shoulders of several 
|people in a closeup and also action 
of a group at a greater distance with 
& reasonable amount of background 
' detail. 

, “It is necessary that receivers sup- 
plied the public be simple, compact, 


| quiet, and fairly automatic and re- 


| liable in operation and reasonable in 
cost. Pictures must be brilliant 
enough to be seen in an ordinary dim- 
ly lighted room, of good color, of 
adequate detail, of real pictorial 
value, without annoying flicker, and 
visible to persons seated in various 
parts of the room. 

“In order that the people of the 
United States and Canada shall en- 
joy such a service it must be carried 
out on a national scale. This means 
erection of numerous television trans- 
mitters, They must be located at 
proper points all over the country, 
and on occasion be interconnected by 
wire, radio or through shipment of 
film subjects so that programmes of 
interest may be brought to the public 
promptly. 

Establishment of transmitting sta- 
tion and creation of programs for the 
entire continent is a lengthy and 
expensive job. To be of value to the 
| public, programmes must be arranged 
so that they will co-ordinate sight and 
sound properly. Correct wave-lenghts 
for television for city, suburban and 
rural service myst be determined. In- 
correct choice of wavelengths means 
ruined or unreliable transmissions.”

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Town Planning 
In Alberta 


Article 6. 
Maintaining the Scenic Advantages 
Of Alberta Highways. 
Gasoline Filling Stations. 
Refreshment Booths. 


More unappealing to the eye than 
advertising signs, may be refresh- 
ment booths sometimes erected, and 
nnd gasoline stations are not always 
built to accommodate their custo- 
mers, without interference with 
highway traffic. ‘hese matters are 
taken care of in recently promul- 
gated regulations, and in the 2,500! 
miles of main highways of the 
Province, (outside of cities, towns, 
or villages) the locations and design 
of filling stations, garages, and re- 
freshment booths, must be approved 
Nor can any new private structure 
be nearer the centre of these main} 
highways than 60 feet. Provisions | 
supplementary to sanitary regula- 
tions already in force, are also inclu- | 
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ded in regard to tourist camps 
The general object of the regulations 
in regnrd to such public convenien- 
ces, is not to prohibit, but to assist 
in co-operation with the owners in 
making their buildings and equip- 
ment more attractive to the public, 
and hence, more remunerative to 
the owner himself. 

The regulations which should 
inaintain traffic safety, convenience 
and amenity, read in part: 


On any declared (main) highway, 
the design. location and construc- 
tion of ahy building, or part thereof, 
which is, or intended to be used as 
a gasoline filling station, garage, 
automobile service station, or for 
the purpose of supplying travellers 
with refreshment, shall be subject to 
the approval of the Town and Rural 
Planning Advisory Board. All 
applications for approval shall be 
submitted to the Director of Town 
Planning, Parliament Buildings, 
Edmonton. Plans, design and 
specification, are to be furnished 
with the application forms, and a 
yearly license fee is also required. 


SPUDS PROMISING 


There is a chance that potatoes 
may be an exported product of Al- 
berta this year. It is expected that 
throughout the Dominion the yield 
will be below the average due to 
various causes. In certain parts of 
the East rust and mildew have cut 
the crop considerably.

Music Produced From Instrument 
Based On Radio Principles 


By merely moving his hands before 
a plain looking cabinet, Lennington 
H. Shewell, a national broadcasting 
artist, created music of such amazing 
tone and beauty that radio engineers 
from all over America, who heard 
him, applauded enthusiastically. 

It was the first public demonstra- 
tion in Toronto of the Victor There- 
min, a musical instrument based on 
radio principles, which had been 


at the King Edward Hotel held in 
connection with the fifth annual and 
the first international convention of 
the Institute of Radio Engineers. 

| The music of the instrument had 
been heard by many before on na- 
tional hook-ups over the air, but 
more novel than the actual music

| Mr. Shewell merely moved his hands
